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died September 17, 1696; (6), Lucy (born November 21, 1683, died Decem- 
ber 16, 1716), married in 1704, Edmund Berkeley, of Barn Elms, member 
of the Council; (7), Martha (born November, 1685), who must have been 
the young lady with whom Governor Nicholson was infatuated, she married 
Col. Henry Armistead; (8), Bacon, born February 22, 1686, died before 
1691-'92, the date of Col. Bacon's will, which does not mention him while 
mentioning others; (9), James, born February 4, 1689. Major Burwell 
in his will (1710) names his son-in-law Henry Seaton, and a daughter may 
have married Henry Seaton, but his second wife may have had a daughter by 
Col. William Cole who married Henry Seaton. Major Burwell had by his 
second wife, Martha Lear, two sons and three daughters, of whom we know : 
(1), Mary, died in 1704; (2), Lewis, the student at William and Mary in 1718; 
(3), Jane ; (4), Martha, Jun. Of these children Joanna, Elizabeth, Nathaniel, 
Lucy, Martha, Sr., James Burwell, Lewis Burwell, Jane Burwell, and Martha 
Burwell, Jr., are named in their father's will. Lewis Burwell, who is thus 
named, resided at Kingsmill, in James City county, where he laid out great 
sums of money in building a mansion house and gardens. It is uncertain whom 
he married. He had several children. (See Hening, IV., p. 536.) One of 
these was Lewis Burwell who in 1745 married Frances Thacker, widow of 
James Bray. (Quabteb:lt IV., p. 121.) Another son was, doubtless, Col. 

Nathaniel Burwell, of King William, who married Margaret . (Lewis 

Burwell had an estate in King William.) Lewis Burwell, last named, died in 
James City in 1784. (4 Munford's Reports.) He had issue: Lewis, who mar- 
ried Lucy Bandolph, and died in 1779; Nathaniel; Thacker, who married 
Mary Armistead, daughter of Gill Armistead, of New Kent ; Armistead Burwell. 
Thacker Burwell was father of William Armistead Burwell (died 1821), grand- 
father of Miss Lettie M. Burwell, of Bedford City, Va. (See Keith's Ancestry 
of Benjamin Harrison.) 



THE TABB FAMILY. 



1. Humphrey 1 Tabb patented fifty acres on Harris' Creek, in 
Elizabeth City county, in 1637, 100 acres in 1638, and 900 acres 
in 1656. In 1651 he had a grant for 1,000 acres in Northumber- 
land county. He was burgess for Elizabeth City in 1652, and 
died before 1662, as in that year the grant of 900 acres on Harris' 
Creek was reentered in the name of Thomas Tabb, "son and heir 

of Humphrey Tabb, deceased." He married Joanna , and 

had issue: 2, Thomas 1 Tabb. 

2, Thomas 8 Tabb married Martha , and died before Feb- 
ruary, 17, 1695-96, when Thomas Tabb, his son, gave a receipt to 
Edmund Sweeney, his "father-in-law" [stepfather], for estate left 
by his father, Thomas Tabb, and for cattle left by his grand- 
mother, Joanna Tabb. 2, Thomas 8 Tabb had issue: 3, Hum- 
phrey, 3 " eldest son," who, dying without issue, left 33 \ acres to 
William Armistead, his executor; 4, Thomas 3 ; 5, John 3 ; 6, Wil- 
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liam 3 ; 7, ^Edward"; 8, Elizabeth, who married George Burten- 
head. (See will of Edward Day, of York county, who died about 
1688; will of Thomas Curson, who died about 1704; and Elizabeth 
City county records.) Martha, the widow, married Edmund Swee- 
ney (will proved in Elizabeth City county May 16, 1697). She was 
his second wife, and his sons were Edmund and Samuel Sweeney, 
under age, but they may have been by the first wife. 

4, Thomas 3 Tabb (Thomas, 2 Humphrey 1 ) married at least twice. 
His last wife was Elizabeth Moss, daughter of Edward Moss, of 
York county, and widow of Henry Heyward, of York county, who 
died in 1712. Thomas Tabb's will was proved October 16, 1717, and 
names issue: 9, John*; 10, Thomas*; 11, Henry 4 ; 12, Diana, mar- 
ried John Robinson ; 13, Mary ; 14, Rachel ; 15, Martha ; 16, Ed- 
ward. In 1719 the widow was guardian of the last two, Martha 
and Edward; and her will, proved December 20, 1731, names her 
five children, John Hayward, Elizabeth Hayward, Ann Hayward, 
Edward Tabb, and Martha Tabb. It is clear, then, that the last 
named were the issue of Thomas Tabb and his second wife. 

9, John 4 Tabb (Thomas, 3 Thomas, 5 Humphrey 1 ) was captain, 
colonel, justice, sheriff, and member of the House of Burgesses 
from Elizabeth City county. His will is dated November 26, 1761. 
He married, 1st, Mary, daughter of Rev. James Sclater,* of Charles 

parish, York county. He married, 2d, . Issue of 

John* Tabb: 17, Thomas"; 18, John 5 Tabb; 19, Elizabeth; 20, 
Rachel; 21, William 6 ; 22, Joanna; 23, Sarah; 24, Martha; 25, 
Mary, married Westwood Armistead; 26, John; 27, Diana. The 
two last were under age in 1761, and appear to have been by the 
second wife. The will made son William Tabb, cousin John Tabb, 
and John Robinson and Mr. Henry King guardians of son John 
Tabb and daughter Diana Tabb " till they come of age." 

17, Thomas 5 Tabb (John, 4 Thomas, 3 Thomas, 2 Humphrey 1 ) mar- 
ried Mary . He died before his father, leaving issue, at 

least one son, 28, John. 

10, Thomas 4 Tabb (Thomas, 3 Thomas, 2 Humphrey 1 ) married 
Mary Armistead, daughter of Anthony Armistead (son of Anthony 

*In the York books, November 20, 1749, is the record of a suit: "William 
Sheldon Sclater, plff., agst. John Brodie and Martha his wife, John Tabb, 
Thomas Tabb, John Tabb, Junior, Elizabeth Tabb, Bachell Tabb, William 
Tabb, Joanna Tabb, Sarah Tabb, Martha Tabb, Westwood Armistead and 
Mary his wife, William Nugent and Mary his wife, John Day and Sarah his 
wife, William Sclater, and Richard Sclater, defts., children and grandchildren 
of James Sclater, dece'd." 
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Armistead and grandson of William Armistead, the emigrant.) He 
left six children, according to his will (proved in 1736), -who, ac- 
cording to the Bible and the will of the widow, Mary Armistead- 
Tabb-Wills-Armistead (she was married three times), were: 29, 
Elizabeth, born 1726 ; married King ; 30, John, born No- 
vember 15, 1728 ; 31, Thomas, born December 18, 1730 ; 32, Mary, 
born December 24, 1732; 33, Eachel, born February 1, 1734; 
married Tivash; 34, Martha, born April 27, 1738; mar- 
ried William Latimer, of Elizabeth City county. The widow Mary 
married, 2dly, Matthew Wills, of Warwick ; and 3dly, about 1762, 
Robert Armistead, of Elizabeth City county. (Marriage contract.) 

30, John 5 Tabb, born November 15, 1728 (Thomas, 4 Thomas, 3 
Thomas, 2 Humphrey 1 ), was member of the Elizabeth City county 
committee, justice, member of the House of Delegates, etc.; mar- 
ried Mary Parsons. They resided on Back River, Elizabeth City 
county. Issue : 35, Thomas, born December 1, 1753, who died in 
1787 unmarried and without issue; 36, Johnson Tabb, born No- 
vember 11, 1759; married Dorothy Harwood, and died leaving 
issue, Mary H. Tabb, who married Banister Kerby; 37, Sarah 
Tabb, born February 26, 1762 ; married Littleton Kendall, of Ac- 
comac county, and died sine prole in 1788; 38, John Tabb, born 
January 10, 1764; died sine prole; 39, Henry e Tabb; 40, Pris- 
cilla, born January 16, 1768 ; married Robert Armistead (see Armi- 
stead pedigree) ; died March, 1810. 

39, Henry 6 Tabb, son of 30, John 5 Tabb, married Diana Moore 
October 3, 1799. He died January 17, 1822 ; his wife died July, 
1824. They left issue: 41, John Tabb; 42, Mary Tabb; 43, Sarah 
Tabb, married William Allen ; 44, Henry Tabb, born December 2, 
1808; died May 7, 1882; 45, William Moore Tabb; 46, Johnson 
Tabb; 47, Augustine Mooee Tabb, born December 7, 1816; now 
living in Portsmouth, aged eighty-two years; 48, Thomas Tabb, 
born July 16, 1820. 

5, John' Tabb (Thomas, 2 Humphrey 1 ), married Martha, daughter 
of Richard Hand, who died about 1689, when William Lowry, on 
marrying his widow Frances, was administrator. Her mother was 
Frances Purefy, daughter of Thomas Purefy, son of Capt. Thomas 
Purefy, Esq., justice of Elizabeth City county in 1628-'29, burgess 
1629-30, a councillor in 1631-32. John Tabb gave a receipt in 
1698 to William Lowry, administrator of Richard Hand, and 
" father-in law" (step-father) to Martha his wife, for her father's 
estat8, and for some stock left by Major Matthew Warkelin (Wake- 
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line), her "grandfather-inlaw" (which means that Warkelin mar. 
ried the widow of Thomas Purefy, Jr.,). In 1675, Wakeline was guar- 
dian to Purefy's children (Va. Mag. Mist, and Biog. Vol. I., 
p. 417*). Hannah was another daughter of Eichard Hand and 
Prances Purefy. She married, first, Capt. William Marshall, jus- 
tice of the peace of Elizabeth City county, originally from Barba- 
does, and who was murdered in Hampton by some sailors about 
1692. Issue by this marriage, one son, William Marshall. She 
married, second, in 1694, Capt. Eichard Booker, of Gloucester 
county. Issue: one son, George Booker, and one daughter, at 
least, Mrs. Frances Stokes, who died in Amelia in 1752, leaving 
numerous legacies. In 1720 Hannah Booker, of Abingdon parish, 
Gloucester county, gave a power to William Lowry, of Elizabeth 
City county, to release to Thomas Kerby, of Charles parish (who 
married Frances Lowry) her title to certain land in Elizabeth City 
county. About the same time William Lowry deeded to John 
Lowry certain lands adjoining Hannah Booker's, coming to him as 
marrying " Frances, one of the daughters and coheirs of Thomas 
Purefy of the parish and county aforesaid, and mother of the 
said John Lowry." William Lowry in his will, proved May 13, 
1724, names daughter Frances Kerby, deceased, wife of Thomas 
Zerby, and her five children; sons John and William Lowry, 
daughter Margaret Booker, grandson William Booker, daughters- 
in-law Martha Tabb, Mary Lowry, and Jane Lowry, sons-in-law 
Eichard Booker, Thomas Kerby, and Eichard Booker. William 
Lowry married, probably, twice, as John Moore in his will (dated 
1715) names "Uncle William Lowry," "Aunt Eachel Lowry," and 
"Cozen John Lowry." 

Issue of 5, John 3 Tabb and Martha Hand, as far as known: 49, 
Thomas,* of Amelia county; 50, JSdward,* of Gloucester county[(?). 

49, Thomas Tabb (John, 3 Thomas, 8 Humphrey 1 ) was one of the 
richest merchants in Virginia. He resided at "Clay Hill," in 
Amelia county, dying November 23, 1769 ( Va. Gazette). He mar- 
ried, first, Elizabeth Mayo, daughter of Joseph Mayo, of Henrico, 
and Ann his wife, by whom he had issue : 51, Elizabeth Mariana 
Mayo, mentioned in a deed of Thomas Tabb, of Amelia, in 1763, 
but not mentioned in his will. He married, second, in 1735, Ee- 
becca Booker (marriage bond) and had issue: 52, John; 53, Mary 

* The Purefy or Puref oy f amily, of Elizabeth City, belonged to the family 
of that name in Leicestershire, one of -whom was created a baronet in 1661. 
See Burke's Extinct and Dormant Baronetcies. 
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Marshall, who in 1758 married Eobert Boiling, of Dinwiddie 
county, and had among others Thomas Tabb Boiling, who in 1782 
married Seigniora, daughter of Sir John Peyton, of Gloucester 
county. (Marriage bonds at Amelia Courthouse, Hayden's Va. 
Genealogies, Va. Mag. Hist, and Biog. Vol. IV., p. 381.) Frances 
Stokes, daughter of Capt. Bichard Booker, of Gloucester county, 
and his wife Hannah (daughter of Bichard Hand and Frances 
Purefoy his wife), in her will proved December 28, 1752, leaves 
numerous legacies to her " brothers and sisters' children and their 
children," naming John Tabb and Mary Marshall Tabb, children 
of Thomas Tabb. 

52, John' Tabb, of Amelia, son of 49, Col. Thomas 4 Tabb, of 
"Clay Hill," was burgess, member of committee of safety, etc. He 
married, February 17, 1770, Frances, daughter of Sir John Peyton. 
She died April 12, 1828. His inventory is dated 1798, and his 
personal estate was reckoned at £31,879. 4s. 3Jd. (Amelia county 
records, Hayden's Va. Genealogies.) He had issue: 53, Martha 
Peyton, who married, in 1797, William B. Giles, United States 
Senator (marriage bond); 54, Frances Cook, who married Dr. John 
B. Archer (marriage bond, 1801) ; 55, Mary, who married Bathurst 
Eandolph; 56, Thomas,* student at William and Mary inl803; 57, 
John Yelverton, 6 student at William and Mary in 1803; 58, Sig- 
niora, married Theodorick Bland Banister ; 59, Harriet died infant; 
60, Mary Ann, who married in 1815 William I. Barksdale, of Rich- 
mond, and their daughter Harriet married Hon. John T. Mason. 
Of these 56, Thomas 6 Tabb married Martha Boiling, daughter of 
Thomas Tabb Boiling, and had an only son, Thomas B. 7 Tabb, who 
died in 1860. And 57, John Yelverton 3 Tabb had two children : 
(1), Harriet (born April 10, 1808, died March 20, 1854), married 
Bobert C. Jones, of " Idlewild," Gloucester county; (2), Thomas 
Yelverton 7 Tabb, at William and Mary in 1827-28, father of the 
poet-priest, Bev. John BanisterTabb, of St. Charles College, Ellicott 
City, Md. (See III. Hening and Munford's Reports, 7th Grat- 
tan, pp. 408-424; papers in suits in Henrico county clerk's office.

Bookeb Family.— In 1649, Edward Booker appointed his "brother-in-law," 
Bichard Glover, to collect his debts in Virginia. Bichard Glover was a Lon- 
don merchant, who had extensive dealings with Virginia. (See Glover wills 
in New England Hist, and Gen. Register, Vols. XXXVIII. and XLVII.) In 
the York county records there is mention, in 1672, of John Leake, innkeeper, 
"father-in-law" of Bichard Booker, of Gloucester. Bichard Booker was 
4 
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probably a son of Edward Booker, first named, 'who, perhaps, married Miss 

Glover. He had issue by his first wife, Rebecca : (1), Edmund ; (2), 

Judith ; (3), Edward, baptized June 2, 1680 ; (4), [Rich]ard ; (5), Ann ; (6), 
Richard, baptized October 29, 1688 ; (7), John, baptized August 3, 1690. He 

had issue by his second wife, Hannah Hand: (8), Prances, married 

Stokes, who lived in Amelia county, and whose will, recorded about 1752, 
elucidates the Booker pedigree by numerous legacies to "her brother and sis- 
ters' children and their children "; (9), George. Of these children, Colonel 

Edwabd Bookee died in Amelia about 1750, and by his first wife, Mary , 

he had: (1), Lucy, who married Richard Clarke, of Amelia; (2), Major Rich- 
ard, who was baptized July 20, 1707 ; (3), Rebecca ; (4), Mary, who married 
Samuel Tarry ; (5), Captain Edward, born December 30, 1715 ; and by his 
second wife, Judith , he had, (6), Judith. 

Major Riohaed Bookee above (son of Colonel Edward Booker) married 
Rachel Marot, daughter of Jean Marot, of Williamsburg (whose daughter 
Anne married, 1st, James Inglis ; 2d, James Shields ; and whose daughter 
Edith married Samuel Cobbs, of Amelia). Issue of Major Richard Booker 
and Rachel Marot: (1), Edward; (2), Richard Marot; (3), John; (4), William 
Marshall ; and (5), Anne. 

Riohaed Bookee (baptized October 29, 1688), son of Captain Richard 
Booker and Rebecca his wife, married Margaret Lowry, daughter of William 
Lowry, of Elizabeth City county, probably by Frances Purefoy, and had issue: 

(1), Richard ; (2), William ; (3), John ; (4), Frances, married Warbur- 

ton ; (5), Rebecca, married John Coulthard ; (6), Martha, married 

Barrett; (7), Purefoy. (See Booker Wills in York county and Amelia county; 
Abingdon Parish Register.) 

Witt of Ool. Thomat Tabb, of Amelia county, dated April 30, 1769 ; proved 
December 28, 1769. To daughter Mary Marshall Boiling, £10,000 current 
money, she to account for one-half of Col. Robert Boiling's accounts at my 
different stores. To Richard Pringle, Richard Booker, Moss Wallace Armi- 
stead, and John King, each £50 ; to Charity Buford, Richard Jones, Uriah 
Jones, William Greenwood, Thomas Harmon, William Southall, and Judith 
Burton, each £10 ; to Nancy Booker, £60 to be laid out in the purchase of a 
negro girl, and £15 to buy mourning ; to son John, all the remainder of the 
estate ; and, in case of his failure of heirs, the said property to go to the chil- 
dren of his daughter Mary Marshall Boiling ; desires Richard Pringle, Rich- 
ard Booker, Alexander McNabb, and John King to carry on the business at 
his different stores, without delay, "in the same manner as they think I 
would were I to continue living until the arrival of my son John in Virginia, 
at which time he is to have the management of my estate." And should he 
not come to Virginia, then my son-in-law Robert Boiling is to have the man- 
agement of my estate ; son John Tabb, son-in-law Robert Boiling, and friend 
Richard Pringle, executors. Signed Thomas Tabb. Witnesses : Theo k Bland, 
Jr., Richard Pringle, William Moore, John King.
